men and money. The prayer of ail, 
now, is that the human cost will 
be measured only by a year out of 
each young man’s life and not by 
the sacrificing of their lives through 
the years. A year of required mili- 
tary training may not be our wish 
for youth in an ideal world, but 


present conditions require the main. | 


tenance of a large well-trained ar- 
my with an even greater trained 
force of reserves to demonstrate our 
complete preparedness at any time 
to successfully defend our rights or 
the rights of others.

continued high taxes and possibly a 


levelling of living strandards but | 
how much better to make this sac- | 


rifice toward a permanent peace 
than to make the greater and more 


tragic sacrifices entailed by ever re- | 


curring wars. 

At the present time a conference 
of the Tri-Powers, the 
States, Great Britain and Russia, 
is in progress at Dumbarton, Oaks. 
A conference “cloaked in secrecy” 
according to some critics, but “se- 
crecy’ is used ill-advisedly not by 
the conference but by the sundry 
critics. 

As in any efficiently functioning 
group, discussions are held in com- 
mittee before being presented to 
the organization at large. When a 
concise clean-cut plan is completed 
it will be made known to the Am- 
erican people. This is a democracy 
and as such no treaty can be made 
without the ratification of a Sen- 
ate whose members are elected di- 
rectly by the people. 

While preliminary planning takes 
place it is necessary to trust the 
initial steps to specialists so to 
avoid confusion why not cut out 
national recriminations and point- 
less Monday-morning-quarterback- 
ing. If we cannot trust the men rep. 
resenting us at the conference, men 
appointed by a President we have 
elected by due democratic processes, 


then, what possible hope is there | 


for an international peace organi- 


zation which must be founded up- | 


on some measure of trust. 

In a consultation of medical ex- 
perts, the non-professional, no mat. 
ter how great his interest, is not 
among those present. After proper 
deliberation a decision is arrived at 
and, then, and then only, the pa- 
tient and his family are informed 
of their diagnostic decision. At this 
time it is the family’s privilege and

And so it is a like case with 
statesmanship. Unfortunately, in 
current times there has been no

uncertain terms what has been go- 
ing on (as if He didn’t know!) but 
a prayer to Him in which mind, 
heart and soul are united and rais- 
ed in earnest and reverent suppli- 
cation for assistance and not a de- 
mand for favors. 


To date rumor has it that the 
nebulous peace organization in the 
process of formation has a foun- 
dation of stark reality in contrast 
to the fragile construction of illu- 
sions on which the old League of 
Nations was based. The new build- 
ers are said to be operating on the 
blue print that no country is wil- 
ling to enter a war for an abstract 
principle. The motive has to be a 
defense of its own essential inter- 
ests. 

Such peace organizations 
proceed from that premise to a 
second; that nations are more in- 
clined to rally around a nearby 
country than to enter into contro- 
versies between nations the other 
side of the globe. For more than a 
century our foreign policy was 
based on the Monroe Doctrine 
which had us prepared to take up 
arms in the defense of the Western 
Hemisphere whi'e we remained 
aloof from the age-old antagonisms 
and quarrels of Eurcpe and Asi. 

Therefore the possibility exists 
that the new structure will be 
fovnded on sectional groupings of 
eorntries with little legues overa- 
tive under a superstructure of the 
weld oreanization. It would be the 
responsibility of the smaller groups 
to maintain the p2ace within their

Need for caution as well as for 
fresh winter food was voiced yes- 
terday at a special meeting of the 
{San Mateo County Home Food Pro- 
duction Committee in the Burlin- 
game headquarters of the County 
War Council. Theodore Lilienthal, 
|director, and 25 representatives 
| from garden clubs, schools, women's 
|clubs, agricultural commissioner's 
office, and other war garden lead- 
lers attended. 

“There’s fear of a food crisis this 
|winter,’ declared George Davis, 
chairman of the committee. “It’s 
just smart insurance to grow your 
own. When the European war ends, 
the Bay Region will be busier than 
ever as an offensive center of op- 
erations against the Japs. Trans- 
portation facilities will be taxed to 
the utmost. Everything 
gardeners can grow will help re- 
lieve a serious situation.” 

Norvell Gillespie, Pacific Coast 
Director of the National Victory 
Garden Institute, flew to Los An- 
geles for a two-day conference on 
the winter food garden campaign 
there. Gillespie, before leaving, 


is requiring an estimated 175,000 
tons of food per month at the 
present. 

Other leaders at yesterday’s 
meeting declared intentions of pro- 
secuting a vigorous campaign on a 
county-wide basis. Many crops can 
still be planted this month. The 
Committee urged that residents 
seek the help of the San Mateo 
Junior College and the County Ag- 
ricultural Commissioner’s office at 
Redwood City.

centralization of government in 
Washington—which is lumped neatly 
into the one word ‘“‘bureaucracy” — 
is due for a thorough airing in the 
coming political campaign. 

The recent debate in the senate 
over reconversion, especially in the 
contest over 
government should administer the 
unemployment payments during the 
change-over from war production to 
civilian production, is a good ex- 
ample. 

There will be much sound and 
fury, much thundering in the index 
on this subject. Little will be found 
to have been accomplished when the 
dust settles. For in this question we

The second revolution, the de- 
mands of which brought about addi- 
tional federal activity, according to 
Bingham, was the technical revo- 
lution, another name for the indus- 
trial revolution which has made 
mass production and all the won- 
ders of the machine age possible. 
Billion-dollar corporations required 
some government control; various 
industries, notably those producing 
and using the automobile and the 
airplane called for highway and sky- 
way encouragement, regulation and 
guidance. The huge department of 
commerce with its many activities 
conducted to aid business became 
a separate entity in 1903 and has 


behold an interesting paradox. New i grown steadily since. 


And right here we might assert 
that the common man, and, if you 
will, the less common man, worker, 
farmer, artisan, executive or entre- 
preneur, although he joins merrily 


of them, when they sit down to look 
at the facts, admit privately that 
there is little or no chance of check- 
ing this trend. 

The very groups which oppose the 
tendency toward the creation of 
more federal machinery and de- 
nounce the bureaucrats the loudest, 
are insistent that enough of the 
bureaucrats who handle their spe- 
cial interests be spared whenever 
the axe threatens to fall. 

It is upon this little inconsistency 
that President Roosevelt always 
hangs his rebuttal whenever Sena- 
tor Byrd and other critics of his lav- 
ish government spending call for a 
reduction of the government pay- 


in the chorus denouncing the 
bureaucrats in general, doesn’t want 
the particular bureaucrat who is 
ready to help his particular inter- 
est, disturbed. If he does not 
actually demand the services of 
such a bureaucrat, he may create a 
situation which his competitor, or 
those who may become his victim, 
insist must be controlled by the gov- 
ernment. 

Of course, Mr. Bingham’s answer 
to all this is that a growing ex- 
pansion of governmental powers is 
all right, so long as it is self-govern- 
ment. Without debating that ques- 
tion let’s see exactly how badly the 
bureaucrat is really hated. 

But you will find that there are 


roll. 

According to Alfred Bingham who 
has written a book called ‘‘The 
Practice of Idealism,’’ which you 
ought to read whether you can agree 
with it or not, the trend toward 
bureaucracy is due largely to two 
of five revolutions which he says 
are going on now. 

Bingham says that ‘‘revolution re- 
sults from the pent-up pressure of 
delayed social change.”’ He believes 
that, like water-power, it can 
“either sweep in a destructive flood 
over peaceful cities and farms,”’ or 
it can be controlled and turned to 
beneficial use. 


‘Revolt of Common Man’ 


Encourages Bureaucracy 

The first of the revolutions he 
names, and one of those which 
has encouraged bureaucracy and in- 
creased the demands on the fed- 
eral government’s manpower, is the 
“revolt of the common man.” Of 
course, that revolt has been going 
on lustily with the start it got at the 
barricades in Paris and the events 
which occurred between Lexington 
and Yorktown, but the depression of 
1929 moved it ahead quite a peg in 
this country, to say nothing of what 
happened after World War I all over 
the world, including the birth of 
communism, fascism, and all their 
freak off-shoots. 

Bingham says it was the call of 
the common man for social and eco- 
nomic security which was one of the 
two chief causes of the growing cen- 
tralization of government. He cites 
as two examples, the labor group 
which demanded that their interests 
be looked after, and the farmers. 
(The labor department, which had 
been a part of the department of 
commerce since 1903, was created 
a separate unit in 1913.) Bingham 
says that the vast organization un-

Select firm, ripe peaches to pre- 
pare for freezer locker storage. 
Peel and slice only enough for one 
carton at a time. It is a good plan 
to put the sirup into the carton— 
about two-thirds of a cup for a pint 
carton—and slice peaches into sirup. 
This keeps them from the air and 
tends to prevent discoloration. Add 
more sirup if needed to cover 
peaches and seal as soon as carton 
is filled. Leave one-fourth to one- 
eighth inch of space at top of car- 
ton for expansion during freezing. 
Either 50 oc 60 per cent sirup is 
used in freezing peaches. To make 
a 50 per cent sirup use one cup 
sugar and four-fifths cup water; to 
make a 69 per cent sirup use one 
cup sugar and one-half cup water. 
While sugar and water are heat- 
ing, stir until sugar is thoroughly 
dissolved. Chill sirup thoroughly be- 
fore adding to fruit.
